Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 103 (a) 

Claims 2 4-9 11-12 and 15 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as be,ng 
unpatentable over Hammer et al. (US 6.363,431 hereinafter Hammer) in v,ew of 
Joensuu (US 5,867,788 hereinafter Joensuu). The Applicant respectfully traverses the 

rejection of these claims. 

The Applicant's invention discloses a method and apparatus for provisionmg 
SMS services when different SS7 signaling networks are in use, both for SMS 
termination to mobile units roaming in an SS7 network different than the MS's home 
network, and for receiving SMS messages from an SS7 network different from the MS 
network when the MS is roaming inside or outside of its home SS7 network. A 
Registration Notice (REGNOT) message is sent to the Home Location Register (HLR) 
and the message contains an SMS address of the MS. The HLR analyzes the SMS 
address to determine if a MSC of the roamed network is in a different SS7 network, ..e., 
a different country. Then the HLR compares the MSCIN country code with the country 
code in the calling party address of a requesting message center (MC). If there is no 
MSCIN then the MS is in the same SS7 network since all international SMS addresses 
have a MSCIN. (Page 5, Lines 6-24) 

An smsreq response is completed by the HLR to provide SMS services by 
including in the response either the point code from the SMS address if the MC and the 
MSC are in the same country and the MSCIN if the MC and the MSC are not in the 
same country. At the time of the invention the MSCIN parameter was not used for SMS
